uen towns the fartheſt not a myle fromthe maine ſea: through 
this country runneth a goodly riuer called Banden wherein is 
great ſtore of fiſhes of ſundry ſortes, cſpeciallySimons, Trou- 
tas, Eales, and oft times ſeales . In this countrie is greste 
woodes the trees of wonderfull length which ſneeweth the 
exelent fruitfulneſſe of the ſoyle. This maſter Beecher( by 
meanes of his honeſt and plaine dealing, rather ſecking to 
repleniſh his countrie with people according to her Maicſties 
gtaunt, then eſteming any great gain to him ſelt)hath gotten 
more ſufficient tennauntes into his ſaid countric then any o- 
ther two that do attempt the like within the prouince of Mun 


fte. So wel do our countrie men eſteeme of his word that ofmy 


knowledge, a doſſen gentelmen of good acompt haue dealte 
with him for v. hundreth Acres a peece onely vpon his report, 
none of the which neuer ſawe the fame, but there is no 5 
of any more land tobe had of him, for he hath already to ſe 
ſurchis countrit mſtraightned his demeanes, which Lſuppoſe; 
he would haue done if he had had halfe the Deſſnondes lande. 
So manyare deſirous to Inhabbite with him: but he hath co- 
uenaungced with every of his ſaid tennauntes tu place others 
vnder them, by which meanes there are many ſmall. perſelles- 
of 50.60. ox ſome a hundred acres to be had as good cheape 
and vader as good conditions as the beſt, for his ſpeciall care 
is that cuery Inhabbiter there ſhould haue as much libertie 
as a ſree- holder in England, He allo hath ordained for his 
countric a learned preacher, a free ſchoole and a good yeere-
